We  regreVlo  note  that  our  bellicose  col- 
leagues who  have  been  engaged  in  organ- 
zing  military  operations  against  England 
here  in  Brazil,  do  not  find  it  convenient  to 
reply  to  the  statement  of  the  cast'  which  we 
published  in  our  last  issue.  They  find,  we 
doubt  not,  that  they  can  not  contest  the 
propositions  laid  down,  while  admitting 
them  would  be  a  confession  of  culpability 
which  they  dare  not  place  before  their 
readers.  We  do  not  question  any  man's 
right  to  extend  his  sympathies  and  aid 
wheresover  he  pleases,  but  he  has  no  right, 
in  doing  so,  to  involve  others  in  any  com- 
plication whatever.  Under  the  law  of  na- 
tions, no  man  lias  a  right  to  organize  a 
hostile  expedition  under  a  neutral  flag.  In 
the  United  Stales,  although  a  large  party 
was  in  open  sympathy  with  Ireland,  the 
government  did  not  hesitate  to  use  its  mil- 
itary force  to  break  up  the  Fenian  raids 
into  Canada,  and  it  has  again  and  again 
employed  police  authority  to  suppress  ex- 
peditions into  Cuba.  Our  contention  that 
the  Portuguese  and  their  Brazilian  sym- 
pathizers have  no  right  to  use  Brazilian 
territory  for  hostile  demonstrations  against 
England  can  not  he  contested,  and  the 
silence  of  our  colleagues  is  a  virtual  admis- 
sion of  that  proposition.  The  question  now 
arises  :  Will  they  continue  to  do  what  they 
know  to  be  illegal,  and  which  may  give 
Great  Britain  an  incontestable  claim  against 
Brazil  in  case  of  actual  war  ? 


authorities  of  this  capital  dial  it  is  full  time 

for  thorough  investigation  and  reform.  The 
prevalence  of  bcri-hcri  in  the  navy  shows 
thai  there  is  either  something  seriously 
wrong  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  ships, 
or  else  the  rations  supplied  are  not  what 
they  ought  to  be.  It  has  reached  that  point 
where  almost  every  Brazilian  naval  vessel 
sent  out  on  a  cruise  sliders  from  this  terrible 
disease,  and  the  unavoidable  result  will  be 
that  in  case  of  war  the  Brazilian  navy  will 
he  incapacitated  for  service  from  this  cause 
alone.  It  has  been  frequently  observed  by 
visitors  that  the  ordinary  rules  of  cleanliness 
and  sanitation  are  not  as  strictly  observed 
on  Brazilian  naval  vessels  as  on  those  of 
most  other  nations,  This  in  itself  could 
not  fail  to  cause  fatal  results  where  so  many 
men  are  crowded  within  so  limited  a  spare, 
but  there  is  without  doubt  another  reason. 
If  not  inn  offensive  to  the  hrios  of  naval 
men,  particularly  those  connected  with  the 
arsenal  and  sub-departments  nfihis  capital, 
we  should   like  to  see  a  strong  commission 

inspect  the  food  furnished  the  men  on  ship 
board,  and  also  the  manner  of  preparing 
and  serving  it.  A  couple  ol  yearn  ago  an 
allempl  was  made  u>  create  a  commission 
to  study  fieri  fori  in  ordei  to  determine  its 
causes  and  cine,  but  through  some  profes 
sional  jealousy  die  measure  railed,  The 
prevalence  ol  diis  mysterious  disease  along 
the  whole  Brazilian  coast,'  and  especially  on 
naval  vessels,  ought  to  convince  the  govern- 
ment and  the  medical  profession  that  ihe 
investigation  should  not  be  longer  delayed, 
II  Brazilian  physicians  are  too  .mlifferenl 
and  unprofessional  to  do  the  work  them- 
selves voluntarily,  then  the  government 
should  not  hesitate  a  moment  to  call  in 
foreign  experts  for  the  service,  It  is  clearly 
criminal  to  permit  this  stale  of  a  flairs  to 
continue.  As  the  case  now  stands  it  is 
more  dangerous  for  a  Brazilian  sailor  to  go 
out  on  a  cruise,  than  to  face  the  guns  ol  an 
enemy,  Perhaps  it  will  be  necessary  10 
compel  officers  to  give  up  some  of  their 
( luvidor  promenades  and  attend  more  strictly 
to  1  heir  official  duties,  and  ii  may  reduce 
the  profits  of  some  of  the  arsenal  rings,  but

The  outbreak  of  an  epidemic  on  the

When  we  asserted  a  short  time  since  that 
we  did  not  credit  the  report  that  the  United 
Stall's  government  had  formally  recognized 
the  Brazilian  republic,  we  felt  convinced 
that  President  Harrison  would  be  governed 
by  well-established  precedents,  and  that  lie 
would  be  sufficiently  well  informed  to  know 
that  no  such  form  of  government  yet  exist- 
ed. We  could  not  believe,  also,  dial  so 
important  a  step  would  be  taken  without 
transmitting  the  news  immediate!)'  to  the 
representative  of  the  United  Slates  govern- 
ment at  this  capital.  In  all  this,  however, 
we  appear  to  have  been  radically  mistaken. 
Under  the  pressure  iA'  a  political  controversy, 
which  only  too  often  is  the  cause  of  painful 
blunders,  the  President  and  his  cabinel 
have  taken  the  extraordinary  step  of  for- 
mally recognizing  a  republic  which  (iocs 
not  yet  exist,  and  of  becoming  the  sponsors 
of  a  political  organization  widely  different 
from  thai  of  the  United  States  and  pecul- 
iar!)' obnoxious  to  the  ruling  political  ideas 
of  thai  country,  In  acting  thus,  the 
President  has  exhibited  an  unpardonable 
weakness  in  yielding  to  the  irresponsible 
clamors  of  a  political  party  seeking  to 
make  partisan  capital  out  of  a  charge  of 
inconsistency.  Nni  one  of  these  politicians 
knew  the  actual  state  of  affairs  in  Brazil, 
and  not  one  of  them  will  be  held  respon- 
sible fm  the  blunder  made.  II  everything 
goes  well,  the  President  will  unquestionably 
claim  the  credit  of  having  foreseen  the 
result,  but  if  the  organization  of  the  republic 
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does  riot  go  well— then  what?    We  have 
hone  but  the  best  wishes  for  the  sticcesslul 
nrgtHraatiem  "I  the  republic  in  Brazil,  now 
that   the   irrevocable   preliminary  step   1« 
taken,  but  at  the  same  time  we  can  not 
deceive  ourselves  as  to  Tacts  anil  possible 
results.    The  revolution  of  November  151I1 
accomplished  nothing  but  the  overthrow  of 
the  monarchy,     The  leaders  of  that  move- 
ment then    organized    themselves    into  a 
provisional  government,  acclaiming  one  of 
their  number  Chief,  and  selecting  others  to 
take  charge   of  lire  regular  administrative 
departments.     In  their  manifesto  they  cx- 
pressely  declare  that  the  provisional  govern- 
ment, is  "simply  a  temporary  agent  of  the 
national  sovereignly, "  an  agent  necessary  to 
preserve  order  daring  the  period  required 
to  consult  the  people.    It  was  not  a  popular 
revolution,    consequently    the    provisional 
government  did  not  represent  the  popular 
will.     In  view  of  the  facts  that  a  "federative 
republic,"  which  is  the  form  ol  government 
decided  upon,  can   only  be  organized  by 
the  federation   of  separate,   self-governing 
states— which   do  not  exist — ind  can  only 
exist  where  there  is  a  popular,  represent- 
ative form  or  government,  the  people  decid- 
ing various   public  questions  and  selecting 
their    rulers    and    legislators   through    free 
popular    elections— which    have    not    been 
held   as   yet— it  must   be  admitted  that  the 
Brazilian  republic  does  not  yet  exist.     We 
do   not   question    the    belief  that    such    a 
republic   will    be  organized,  but  certainly 
not  before  the  end  ol  the  current  year,  and 
perhaps  not  for  a  much  longer  time.  Think 
what   we    may,    there    is   no   escaping  the 
conclusion    that  the  present  government  is 
nothing  more,  nor  less,  than  a  dictatorship, 
the  chief  of  which  exercises  unlimited  ar- 
bitrary  power,  and    who,  in    conjunction 
with  his   ministers,  is  promulgating  laws  of 
every  kind  and  description  by  mere  decree. 
This  is  not  only  arbitrary,  but  it  is  incon- 
sistent   with   the   manifesto  of  November 
151I1,  in  which  the  provisional  government 
announced  that  its  mission  is  "to  guarantee 
the  liberty  and  rights  of  citizens,  together 
with  public  order,"     And  then,  before  the 
year  closed,    it  began  to  decree  laws  and 
changes  in  public  institutions  which  in  a  true 
republic  can  only  be  effected  through  popular 
elections  and  legislative  acts.     And  if  our 
knowledge   of  human    nature  in  general, 
and  Brazilian  nature    in  particular,  is  even 
approximately  correct,  this  is  only  the  be- 
ginning ol  a  personal  rule  so  arbitrary  and 
far-reaching  that  it  will  be  impossible  for 
even  the  most  enthusiastic  and  hopeful  of 
revolutionists  to  call  it  "republican." 


"fantastic  imagination"  at  pleasure,  we  are 
led  to  believe  that  the  fault  lies  elsewhere 
than  on  the  shoulders  of  those  whom  the 
Gaseta  accuses.  It  has  been  the  practice 
here  for  the  government  to  make  a  mystery 
of  all  such  mailers,  ami  it  can  not  justly 
complain,  therefore,  if  false  reports  become 
current.  We  only  now  know  that  ten  men 
had  been  condemned  lo  death,  and  we 
woidd  not  have  known  this  had  it  not  been 
politic  lo  announce  executive  clemency 
But,  even  yet  we  do  not  know  how  many 
men  were  killed  on  the  night  of  December 
181I1  I  The  best  way  to  avoid  false  reports 
is  to  make  an  end  of  all  mystery  in  all  such 
matters  where  the  public  lias  a  right  to  the 
fullest  information.
